T. P. Murphy, Commissioner 
of Hygiene, Speaks on 
Modern Sanitation 

FOOD INSPECTION IS STRESSED 

History of Health From Early Days 
to Present Times Given 
By Speaker 

Before an audience consisting of 
college students from the hygiene and 
food classes, Mr. T. P. Murphy, Com- 
missioner of Sanitation and Hygiene 
in Kansas City, gave a lecture on 
modern methods of health sanitation, 
Wednesday, November 13, in the audi- 
torium. This is the second of a series 
of talks planned as a part of the lec- 
ture course of the Hygiene class. 

The Bureau of Sanitation and Hy- 
giene has as its purpose the general 
supervision of city health and di- 
sease. Among its duties are; pro- 
vision for cleaning lots, waste dis- 
posal and the disposal of garbage by 
contract. 

Recalling the history of public 
health, Mr. Murphy described the 
evolution of sanitation from the early 
days down to modern times. The first 
stage was the praeticee of isolating 
those who carried germs. The sec- 
ond phase was the cure of the bac- 
teria. This method revolutionized by 
a newer trend of thought which 
brought about research into the pre- 
vention of disease. 

Food Inspection Stressed 
• “The inspection of food by the prop- 
er authorities is most important to 
the health of any community. Good 
equipment and personal hygiene 
among employees are necessary for 
carrying out this part of the bureau’s 
work,” Mr. Murphy said, in reviewing 
the requirements for proper food in- 
spection. 

“The inspection of milk,” he con 
tinued, “plays a vital part in oui 
everyday life. Milk communicates 
disease so rapidly and is so perishable 
that unless it receives laboratory in- 
spection there may be injurious ef- 
fects upon the community. So thor- 
oughly is this carried out that no 
milk enters Kansas City unless it 
complies with the permit and require-

After more than four years’ ex- 
perience in holding responsible offices 
and in promoting social work spon- 
sored by St. Teresa’s, Dorothy Dugan 
college freshman, has received an ap- 
pointment as case worker in the 
Catholic Welfare Bureau of Kansas 
City. 

The Most Reverend Thomas F. Lil- 
lis, former chairman of the National 
Catholic Welfare Council, sponsors 
this welfare work in Kansas City. It 
carries on work through the Catholic 
Women’s Club, Catholic Ladies’ Aid 
Society and Daughters of Isabella. 
Other organizations that are units of 
the Catholic Welfare Bureau are the 
Guadalupe Community Center, Holy 
Rosary and St. Francis Health Cen- 
ters, Rosary Club and summer 
schools. 

Juvenile Court work for Catholic 
institutions comes under the direction 
of the Catholic Welfare Bureau. This 
includes child placement and field 
visiting - for such institutions as St. 
Joseph’s Girls’ Home, Kansas City 
Boys’ Orphan Home, House of the 
Good Shepherd and the Little Sisters 
of the Poor.

Coy. At the present time work at 
the Guadalupe and St. Francis Cen- 
ters is divided into scout, catechist 
and handicraft groups.
